DIETRICH NIEBUHR, German Naval Attache in Buenos Aires and 
Rio oe Janeiro, used the cover name, "DIEGO". ENGELS stated th 
he received on one occasion the sum of 60,000 Argentine Pesos, 
which were delivered to him as coming from "DIEGO".

With regard to KURT SCHNEK/OIGKT, ELI GELS stated that SCHNEK- 
70IGHT was the man ager of the A. E. G. in Mexico City. According 
to ENGELS, SCHNEEV01GHT was certainly not the type of individual 
who could be^trusted with any of the affairs of an espionage ser¬ 
vice, and for this reason SCKUEEVOIGHT was never taken into ELTGELE 
confidence. The only contact which SCilTEEVOIGIJ? had, anu the 
only mention that was mace of him to ENGELS*-knowledge was that 
about the middle of January, 1942, when intra-continental cable 
communication between embassies of Axis powers was prohibited, 
and ENGELS desired to communicate with LAX in Mexico, it occurred 
to him that he might communicate with MAX through SCHKEEVCIGIIT. 
Germany refused this permission and ENGELS paid no more attention 
to the matter. 


However, a review of the messages reflects that the radio 
correspondence pertaining to SCHNEEVOXGliT took place in July of 
1941. The messages are as follows:

r in which he wrote. ENGELS was unable to recall if he had receiv 
one or several such letters, lie v/as also unable to recall the 
cover name signed to the letter which he doe9 remember Laving 
received. As a general rule, according to EtIGELS, the dummy 
text was not even read, and E1CGELS pretended to De unable to 
suggest anything that might help to.identify any of the writers 
of the letters he received from the United States. EMGEL3 said 
that there was nothin.; about the paper, tne postmarks, the inks 
the envelopes, or tne stamps whicn he could recall* He said 
that there was nothing unusual about any of these tilings*.
